Representatives of Brick and Con­ 


crete Manufacturers Make 


Fight for Business. 


HAVE EYE ON SITUATION HERE 


County 
Commissioners 
and 
City 


Councilmen will Hear Merits of 


Materials Advocated. 


With petitions asking for the per­ 
manent improvement of several high­ 
ways 
pending 
before 
the 
county 
commissioners and the inauguration 
o f a 
movement 
to 
pave various 
streets in this city, Jackson county 
is the poputar spot of Indiana just 
now for representatives of concrete 
and brick manufacturing concerns. 
These concerns have been waging a 
spirited fight 
during 
the last 
two 
years for business and whenever a 
contract of whatever size is to be 
awarded the representatives are sure 
to appear several 
days 
before to 
urge the use of the material in which 
they are interested.^ 
Several 
representatives 
of Con­ 
crete concerns and brick manufac- 
tuiers were 
here 
today conferring 
with county officials and representa­ 
tives of the city. 
The brick men are 
unusually active in this locality a> 
concrete in the past has been used 
more extensively than brick and they 
hope to bring brick into favor with 
the farmers and property owners so 
that a petition will be filed designat­ 
ing the use of brick in at least part 
of the contracts to be awarded in 
this county 
during 
the 
next few 
months. 
William K. Schoonover, consulting 
engineer, in the 
employ 
of Indiana 
brick concerns, was here from Indi­ 
anapolis today conferring with per­ 
sons interested in the proposed im- 
piovements in 
both 
the city and 
county. 
He is very anxious to have 
brick used in some of the contracts, 
at least, and says he is quite willing 
that a stretch of road be construct­ 
ed of concrete and another of brick 
so that the wearing qualities of the 
two materials under the same traffic 
conditions may be watched. 
Mr. Schoonover 
told 
of a new 
method of 
building brick 
roadway 
which is of interest now in view of 
the improvements 
proposed 
in the 
near future. 
He 
says 
that after 
years of tests it has been found that 
brick streets and highways can be 
successfully constructed without the 
use of curbing 011 either side and that 
this eliminates a big item of expense 
in the work. 
Under the old system a 
grouting of coarse gravel was first 
laid while a second coating of richer 
mixture was placed on top of the 
foundation. 
I nder the new system, 
he says, the coarse and the second 
coat of cement are made at the same 
time. 
The first is distributed by a 
large beam extending from one side 
of the roadway to the other and lo­ 
cated at a certain height. 
The sec­ 
ond coat is leveled by a second beam 
less than half an inch higher than 
the first. 
The brick is then laid be­ 
fore the grouting has cemented and 
is “ welded” to the foundation. While 
the work is being done large steel 
curbs hold the brick and cement in 
place until dried, after which they 
are removed. 
The 
brick 
and the 
foundation dry 
into 
such a firm, 
solid body, he asserts, that the brick 
will be broken 
in 
two 
before the 
joints break. 
A lter the brick arc 
laid they are rolled with a hand rol­ 
ler. 
The surface is then “ slushed” 
with a special mixture. 
This, when 
dried, holds the brick firmly in place 
and also makes the surface smooth. 
Mr. 
Schoonover remarked 
about 
the condition 
of 
the 
roadway on 
Chestnut street 
which 
wa> paved 
with brick about twenty years ago. 
He says that the crevices between 
the brick on that street were tilled 
with sand 
which 
is 
now wearing 
away. 
He believes the new system 
is much better and is assured that 
streets laid in that manner will last 
much longer than when constructed 
by the old method. 
The price is also 
a “ talking point” of the brick men 
and they say that brick streets can 
now be 
constructed 
at practically 
the same price. 
The concrete men are just as in­ 
sistent that the 
material 
they are 
selling is “ just the thing” for local 


conditions. 
They say that whenever 
a concrete street does not wear as it 
should the fault is with the manner 
in which it is laid and not with the 
material. 
They declare 
that inas­ 
much as many of the streets are al­ 
ready 
paved 
with concrete 
they 
should be uniformly improved and 
that when a concrete street is right­ 
ly constructed it will not be in need 
of repair for a generation or more. 
Under the state law the property 
owners in the city have the right to 
file a majority petition stating the 
kind of material to be used in such 
an 
improvement and usually 
the 
county 
commissioners are govern­ 
ment by the choice of the majority 
of the 
farmers 
in the community 
where the roads are situated.

A deposit of quicksand underlying 
the level of the basement at the site 
of the new postoffice building, corner 
Third and Chestnut streets, has been 
encountered and further work is tem­ 
porarily delayed until 
reports 
are 
made to the supervising architect in 
Washington. 
The presence of quick­ 
sand was first noticed several days 
ago while excavating for the drain­ 
age tiles but it was not sufficient to 
interfere writh that part of the con­ 
tract. 
When the workmen started to dig 
for the foundation wall on the west 
side of the site, however, it w7as 
found that the quicksand was in such 
quantities that it wrould be inadvis­ 
able to proceed with the construction 
of the wall as first planned. 
W . C. 
Staver, superintendent for the con­ 
tractors, made several tests. 
A hole 
four feet deep was dug below7 the 
level and an iron rod about four feet 
long was sunk into the ground. 
The test proved that considerable 
quicksand would have to be encoun­ 
tered in constructing the wall. 
It 
is said that a solid bottom w7as not 
reached in the tests. 
The superin­ 
tendent immediately reported the con­ 
dition to his company and to the sup­ 
ervising architect in Washington. The 
department was fully informed of the 
unexpected condition and will make 
recommendations immediately. 
It isi 
said there are several ways in which 
the new condition can be overcome 
and the contractors will of course, 
follow7 the plan suggested by the ar­ 
chitects. 
Government Inspector Bradey was 
here from New7 Albany today and 
went over the 
situation with 
Mr. 
Staver. 
it i- not believed that the 
deposit w7ill interfere to any great 
extent with the construction of tlie i 
building as the condition here is en- j 
countered in many places in building | 
postoffices and federal buildings. Fre- j 
quently the foundations are enlarged j 
at the bottom to overcome the diffi­ 
culty and in extreme cases piling an* 
driven into the ground and the foun- j 
dation built on the heavy timbers. 
It 
i- hardly probably, however, that it 
w ill be necessary to adopt the la -1 
mentioned method. 
Tears ago a creek ran through the 
lot where the new postoffice will he | 
erected. 
The stream flowed west on j 
what is now7 Third street and it w7a s 
necessary to have foot bridges at the 
crossings of Chestnut and Indianap­ 
olis avenue. 
The original name <>f 
Third street was 
“ Branch 
Street” j 
derived from the stream w’hich flowed 
through the center of the city. 


With tin* coming of the improved 
drainage systems however, the creek 
disappeared. 
The street and adjoin-1 
ing lots were filled up to their pres­ 
ent levels. 
The site of the new build­ 
ing, however, was not filled as were1 
some of the other lots in that vicinity 
and this accounted for the low level, 
w’hich w7as found by the contra<*t«*rs.;

Staver will begin work and after tin* 
foundation i> constructed 
no diffi­ 
culty will be experienced in complet­ 
ing the building and the stone and 
other supplies needed will he ready 
for shipment.

SIXTY MEMBERS OF GERMAN 
COLONY HAVE LEFT LISBON 


German Business Houses Close Until 
Outcome of Threatening Sit­ 
uation is Known.

Washington, March 2— The storm 
over the President’s demands for a 
“ show7 down” in the matter of the 
interruption by congress of his ne­ 
gotiations with Germany broke in the 
senate this afternoon. 


The senate responded to the Presi­ 
dent’s deamnd for the consideration 
of the Gore warning resolution with 
nearly tw7o hours of tempestuous de­ 
bate. 
At any early morning session 
tomorrow7 final vote may be taken. 
Senators Stone, Lodge and W il­ 
liams in speeches demanded that the 
President be given the vote he asks. 
Possibilities of hostilities with Ger­ 
mans were openly discussed. 
Sena­ 
tor Stone answering a statement of 
Senator Gore denied the President 
had ever intimated that the war with 
the Teutonic allies would be desirable. 
Senator Williams charged opposing 
democrats with “ nagging and defy­ 
ing the President.” 
Senator Lodge 
called upon the senate to show7 the 
country that congress stands behind 
the president and not behind Ger­ 
many. 
While the senate was breaking in 
stormy debate the house remained ob- 
durant against considering the Mc- 
Lemore resolution a*- desired by the 
president. 
A meeting of the foreign affairs 
committee was called this afternoon 
with final action possible then. 
Ih e 
President issued an ultimatum during 
the day to Congressional leaders that 
he would i»"ist upon a record vote 
and let it be known that he would 
stand by his position while congress 
is hearing from the country. 
The President also 
took up the 


matter of Republican support, invit­ 
ing Republican Leader Mann to con­ 
fer with him late this afternoon. 
Stirring scenes unparalled since the 
Spanish war days were brought on 
by the debate.

All aboard the Thornaby are reported 
killed or drowned. 
It is believed she 
was sunk in the M editerranean. 
The 
Malvina is reported to have been tor­ 
pedoed off the Kentish. 
Nothing was 
learned concerning her fate. 
A late dispatch received by Lloyds 
says the Thornaby was sunk by a 
mine. 
This being the date on which the 
new Austro-German campaign began, 
the loss of these two vessels was n at­ 
urally connected with it. 
There is 
nothing in the preliminary dispatches, 
however, to indicate the Thornaby or 
the Malvina or both, came under the 
head of vessels against which the new 
warfare is directed. 
N either is be­ 
lieved to have carried arms, even for

president 
could be reached. 
At a meeting of the house commit­ 
tee on foreign affairs an attempt was 
made to yield to the president’s sug­ 
gestion and report out the resolution 
warning Americans off armed ships. 
This attem pt was howled down in the 
commjgfee and the incident disclosed 
the fact that only four of the sixteen 
members who w^re present seemed 
disposed to stand by the president’s 
wishes. 
Representative Pou, acting chair­ 
man of the rules committee, made this 
announcem ent: 
“Unless the foreign affairs commit­ 
tee reports a resolution in conformity 
with the course suggested by the 
president, the rules committee will 
take the m atter in its own hands.” 
This statem ent by Pou had the ef­ 
fect of inflaming sentim ent among the 
revolters. 
Members of congress, who find the 
president’s 
plan very em barrassing 
just now, because a vote would put 
them on record, on the armed ship 
proposition on the eve of nominating 
primaries at home, tried to get an 
agreement to pass a resolution of con­ 
fidence in the president’s ability to 
handle the foreign situation and let it 
go at that. 
But President Wilson, it 
Is understood, declined to accept a 
substitute, 
declaring 
unequivocally 
that he desired that congress should 
vote on one of the many resolutions 
warning Americans to keep off of 
Armed ships. 
He wishes to give foreign govern­ 
ments to understand that the demand 
for such action by congress is due to 
a minority of the members and an ex­ 
aggerated fear of trouble with Ger­ 
many and that in reality congress and 
the country are behind the president 
in his foreign policy. 
It was m ade known at the state de­ 
partm ent during the day that Ger­ 
many's latest assurances on the con­ 
duct of submarine warfare are not so 
broad as the United States desires, 
but it is indicated that no further 
steps will be taken by this govern­ 
ment until the administration is cer­ 
tain its action will not be embarrassed 
in congress. 
Chairman Flood also prepared an­ 
other resolution, combining the warn­ 
ing resolution with an indorsement of 
the president's attitude. 
It is under­ 
stood that this resolution was not ac­ 
ceptable to President Wilson.

Quackinbush, forty-five years old, su­ 
perintendent of the Peerless quarry 
of the Indiana Limestone company, 
was shot and almost instantly killed 
by Samuel Robinson, a stripling em­ 
ployed at the quarry, who had been 
discharged. 
The men quarreled in the morning 
and Robinson returned after dinner 
and fired a charge from a shotgun into 
the superintendent’s breast without 
warning. 
The slayer, who is only 
eighteen years old, attempted to es­ 
cape, but was captured and is in the 
county jail here, facing a charge of 
first-degree murder. 
The killing was witnessed by sev­ 
eral men with whom Robinson had 
been engaged in ’’stripping.”

the boy was discharged he demanded 
his pay immediately, but the quarry 
superintendent insisted that he wait 
for the regular pay day, only two days 
aw’ay, since the quarry was four miles 
from Bedford and it w’ould require too 
much time to obtain the cash. 
Robinson then insisted upon going 
to work and when he was warned 
aw’ay attempted to strike Quackinbush 
with a shovel. 
Other men interfered 
and the young man left the quarry. 
Four hours later he returned with a 
shotgun, and, approaching the super­ 
intendent as he directed the work 
above the quarry, shot Quackinbush 
without a word. 
Quackinbush faced the youth as he 
approached and had raised a hand as 
though to shield himself. 
The charge 
tore off his hand and passed into his 
breast.

FORMAL DEMAND ON AUSTRIA 


W ill Ask For an Apology For Attack 
on the Petrolite. 
Washington, March 2.—Formal de­ 
mand on th** Austrian government for 
an apology for the submarine attack 
last December on the American oil 
steam er Petrolite will be probably for­ 
warded to Vienna in a few days. 
Additional evidence completely con­ 
tradicting the statem ents of the Aus­ 
trian submarine commander has been 
received from the officers and crew of 
the Standard Oil vessel which is now’ 
a t Newport New’s. 
Officials of the 
state departm ent who have examined 
the new affidavits declare that it sub­ 
stantiates the original reports that the 
Petrolite, though flying the American 
flag, was fired on after she obeyed the 
w arning shot of the subm arine to 
haul to. 
The explanation of the submarine 
com m ander as forwarded to W ashing­ 
ton by the Austrian government in 
response to a request for an investi­ 
gation, was that the Petrolite gave 
the appearance that she was about to 
ram the subm arine and that despite 
the presence of the American colors 
on board he thought she was a hostile 
w ar yessed, sailing under a false flag.

WAIT FOR “SECRET ORDERS 


U. S. to Make No Move In Submarine 
Issue For the Present. 


Washington. March 2.—Officials of 
the State departm ent are still aw ait­ 
ing the arrival of the copies of the 
alleged “secret orders” of the British 
admiralty, directing British merchant 
vessels to use their defensive arm a­ 
ment for attacks on German and Aus­ 
trian submarines. 
Until these copies 
arrive it was indicated that the Amer­ 
ican government would m ake no move 
in the further development of the is­ 
sue with Germany growing out of the 
new’ submarine campaign. 
The departm ent also is awaiting in­ 
formation from the zone of the new’ 
submarine operations as to how’ the 
IT boats are conducting the campaign.

“ To *tnrt the Army Vocational 
Schools, all that is necessary is for 
United States Army training barracks 
(fo r drilling and living purposes) to 
be added to the State colleges, with 
a corps of military instructors, equip­ 
ment, etc., all of which can easily 
be provided by the Federal Govern­ 
ment. 
AH the expenses of this a d ­ 
dition must be borne by the United 
States, which furnishes board, lodg­ 
ing and clothing for the young men 
who take the course. 
The Govern­ 
ment does this in exchange fo r the 
student's services while he is being 
trained to he a fit soldier. 
The State 
furnishes tlie instruction in the trade, 
profession or occupation which the 
student elects to take. 
He is put to 
no expense and he remains in the 5 o- 
cattonal Army School two years or 
more, going to his classes like any 
student in a college, but being under 
regular army discipline and living in 
barracks. 
A fter his graduation he 
i* subject to the call of the United 
States Government for military se r­ 
vice, but he goes into the trade, p ro ­ 
fession or occupation in which lie has 
been instructed and in which lie is a 
finished product. 
“ We have frequently called a tte n ­ 
tion to the fact th at 85 per cent of 
the hoys of the I nited States are 
obliged to go to work 
to 
support 
themselves at the finish of their com­ 
mon school education, going without 
the vocational training which they 
want and need. The 5 ocational Army 
Schools would give every hoy, wheth­ 
er his parents are poor, well-to-do 
or rich, an equal chance to get a 
practical education and at the same 
time fit himself to help defend his 
country.

Washington, March 2— A mislead­ 
ing statement has recently become 
current in newspapers of the Missi­ 
ssippi Valley and elsewhere, to the 
effect that the Department of Agri­ 
culture has suspended the enforce­ 
ment of the Federal rgnlations under 
the migratory bird law and by thi* 
means has enabled sportsmen, under 
State laws, to shoot wild fowls the 
coming spring. 
Under the Federal regulations as 
they now stand, the season on all 
migratory wild fowl is closed until 
next autumn throughout the United 
States. 
Federal inspectors and w ar­ 
dens are required, and other* inter­ 
ested in the protection of wild fowl 
are requested, to report to the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture all cases of 
violations of the regulations, in o r­ 
der that proper action may be taken. 
The Department of Agriculture ha" 
no power to suspend the law or to 
pardon violations of the regulations. 
Doubtless the erroneous impression, 
on which the newspaper statements 
are based, has grown out of the pend­ 
ency of litigation involving the con­ 
stitutionality of the Act of Congress 
approved March 4, 1913, under which 
the regulations 
were 
promulgated. 
The lower Federal courts disagreed 
as to the validity of the statute and 
the issue was carried to the Supreme

s s o r t e d f r u i t s a l a d . —Pre­ 
pare finely cut celery with the 
shredded whites of hard boiled 
eggs. 
Mash the y olks to a smooth 
paste with skinned and boned sar 
dines and shape the mix ture into balls, 
dipping them at last into a little of the 
dry y olk so as to make them a rich 
y ellow. Dress the celery and egg whites 
with French dressing or may onnaise, 
put the mix ture on a bed of lettuce. 
Whole Tomato Salad.—Scald some 
large, fully ripe and y et firm tomatoes; 
remov e skins and put them against the 
ice for sev eral hours. Put a whole to­ 
mato on one or two lettuce leav es, 
dress with well chilled may onnaise 
and serv e in this indiv idual manner. 
This salad is meat and drink in point 
of nutriment, and many persons find it 
quite enough for the substantial dish 
of a Sunday night tea. 
Fish Salad.—A delicious salad which 
is y et something out of the regular 
course is made of Bismarck herrings, 
threeof which would make a dish large 
enough for sev eral persons. 
Put the 
herrings in a bowl and cov er them with 
a dressing made of oliv e oil, cay enne, 
horseradish and sliced white onion; 
add a tablespoonful of sauce and one 
of walnut ketchup. 
After the fish has 
soaked some time in the dressing, ar­ 
range it in a bed of lettuce finely shred­ 
ded with the fingers and pour ov er the 
sauce. 
Pickled Mussel Salad.—Line a bowl 
with thin strips of hard toast, then put 
in a pile of pickled mussels, dressing 
with oil and v inegar in which some 
sliced onion has soaked for awhile. 
The mussels can be had bottled, and 
all the good fish stores keep the fresh­

to estimates by bankers whose insti 
tutions 
are depositories 
for Greek 
funds, an ex cess of $7 5,000,000 has 
found its way to this country from j 
London for Greek account since Greece ; 
failed to aid Serv ia when that coun- j 
try was attacked by Germany . Aus­ 
tria and Bulgaria. While bankers state 
that this mov ement on the part of 
j Greece does not necessarily mean that 
1 she intends going to war with Great 
I Britain or sev ering diplomatic rela­ 
tions with any of the entente allies, it 
is taken as a precautionary move by 
King Constantine’s gov ernment in case 
a break should come. 
London alway s had been a fav orite 
depository for Greek funds, owing to 
the fact that Greece did a large part of 
her borrowing in Great Britain. 
Lon­ 
don. too, was the center of the interna­ 
tional money market, and hav ing funds 
on deposit there made it easier to make 
pay ments in other parts of the world. 
When the concerted attack of the three 
Teutonic allies began on Serv ia bank­ 
ers in New York noticed an increase 
in the amount of Greek funds being 
transferred 
to

market. 
When 
British and French troops seized Salon- 
ikl the transfers of Greek gov ernment 
funds to the United States were aug­ 
mented largely . 
The transfers of Greek funds to New 
York do not mean that Greece is ship 
ping gold.
